Dirks freezes 
school reserves

Edmonton’s public and Catholic 
school boards are scrambling 
for answers about the future of 
programs after Alberta’s educa¬ 
tion minister unilaterally froze 
their leftover dollars. 

Last month, Education Minis¬ 
ter Gordon Dirks sent a memo 
to Alberta school boards in¬ 
forming them they can no long¬ 
er spend their accumulated 
operations surplus without his 
direct permission — a substan¬ 
tial change to established policy. 

Essentially, Accumulated Sur¬ 


plus from Operations is money 
school boards have saved from 
past budgets that have histor¬ 
ically been used for upcoming 
projects. Many boards have al¬ 
ready earmarked these funds 
for daily operating needs. 

On Tuesday, the Calgary pub¬ 
lic school board approved a plan 
to use $18 million 
from their reserves 
to cover a $30-mil- 
lion shortfall — 
resulting from 
the recent provin¬ 
cial budget, which 
doesn’t take into ac¬ 
count next year’s 
inflation or enrol¬ 
ment increases. 

Lome Parker, managing dir¬ 
ector of the Edmonton Public 
School Board, said it’s unclear 
how the minister’s plans will 
affect the city’s public schools. 

Along with freezing funds, 
the minister also informed 
boards they must now main¬ 
tain the same level of money 


in their operating reserves that 
they reported in their fall 2014 
budget update. 

“We certainly know we 
have the requirement to end 
the year with an accumulated 
surplus from our operations, 
which would be around the 
$35.2-million range, but we’re 
just in the middle 
of analyzing what 
that means for our 
district and deter¬ 
mine how best to 
use our resources 
for next year,” Par¬ 
ker said. 

Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic School spokes¬ 
person Lori Nagy 
said the district has to keep 
$28.4 million in their reserves 
to meet the province’s new re¬ 
strictions. 

“Some of that funding may 
be used to offset the budget 
(shortfall) from this year,” Nagy 
said. “But only if it is approved 
by the minister of education.”

Edmonton cyclists received no¬ 
tice Tuesday that they’re get¬ 
ting what they’ve demanded 
for more than a year: Protected 
bike lanes on 83 Avenue and 
102 Avenue. 

“We consistently heard from 
Edmontonians that this is the 
type of high-quality bike infra¬ 
structure they’re looking for,” 
said Tyler Golly, the city’s gen¬ 
eral supervisor with sustainable 
transportation. 

The city announced Tuesday 
it will build two protected lanes 
on each side of the North Sas¬ 
katchewan, with construction 
starting in 2016.

In the south, what’s called 
the Strathcona route will run 
from the Mill Creek Ravine to 
111 Street. It will have protected 
infrastructure that keeps cyclists 
separate from vehicles, with 
physical barriers like bollards 
or raised lanes for bikes. 

The 102 Avenue route, which 


will run from 96 Street to 136 
Street, will also have that physic¬ 
al barrier protecting cyclists. 

Plans for the downtown 
route, along the coming Valley 
Line LRT track, are still tied to 
the rail’s construction and won’t 
be consulted on. 

But cyclists in the city will 


get to voice their thoughts on 
the latest designs in two public 
workshops later this month. 

“Council is committed to 
high-quality infrastructure and 
has committed to fund them,” 
said Golly.

“We Walk Together” is an 
art installation with 14 poetic 
reflections etched into the side¬ 
walk along both the east and 
west sides of the High Level 
Bridge sidewalk, written by stu¬ 
dents from Braemar School — a 
facility specializing in teaching 
pregnant and parenting teens. 

Agnieszka Matejlco created 
the project and said it is a twist 
on eveiyday graffiti. 

“When we see graffiti in the 


city, it’s almost always nega¬ 
tive,” she said. “So my vision 
for the project was what if 
we had positive graffiti - graf¬ 
fiti that was caring for other 
people, that was talking about 
what’s best in others.” 

After noticing how gloomy 


the High Level Bridge can 
seem, Matejlco wanted to find 
a way to inspire walkers and 
cyclists on the bridge. 

“I thought, ‘Surely, there 
is some way an artwork can 
pick it up, make it more per¬ 
sonal. Make it more intimate,”’ 


she said. 

After sifting through more 
than 100 poem submissions 
from Braemar students, Matej- 
lco said a planning team settled 
on 14 powerful statements. 

Braemar student and mother 
Kaylin Schick said she was in¬ 
spired by her 18-month-old son 
when she penned her poem. 

Reading, “I think of you 
when I see a baby laugh, so 
innocent and free,” Schick said 
she hopes her words could 
brighten someone’s day, just 
as her son brightens hers. 

“When I first looked at his 
face when he was born, it just 
kind of took all the dark clouds 
away from my life and gave me 
a fresh start,” she said. 

Braemar School teacher Ni¬ 
cole Galellis said she noticed 
students embrace the idea of 
creating simple, poetic state¬ 
ments. 

“I think it gave them the 
opportunity to express them¬ 
selves in the (classroom),” 
Galellis said. 


A proposal for a scaled-down 
but still open and operating 
Rexall Place will be unveiled at 
a news conference tomorrow, 
Metro has learned. 

Northlands will release a re¬ 
port from its arena strategy 
committee Wednesday at 10 
a.m. and will follow up with 
a press conference at noon. 
The arena strategy commit¬ 
tee has been studying Rexall’s 
future for several months and 
they have visited other cities 
to view how they handle two 
major arenas. 

The committee was told to 
consider a range of options, 
from demolishing the building 
to running it as a competitor 
to the new arena. 

Metro’s sources indicate 
the committee is now recom¬ 
mending the Northlands board 
consider scaling down the build¬ 
ing, possibly to a facility of be¬ 
tween 5,000 and 8,000 seats. 

The report will completely 
reject the notion of competing 
directly against the new arena. 

Mayor Don Iveson declined to 
get into specifics before North¬ 
lands’ press conference, but said 
the release of the report would 
just be another step toward de-

riding on what happens with 
the old arena. 

“Tomorrow is going to cre¬ 
ate new and specific questions 
about the future of Rexall 
Place,” he said. 

In the city’s master agree¬ 
ment for the new arena, they 
are specifically prohibited from 
putting any money into Rexall, 
unless the money is to be used 
to convert the facility into some¬ 
thing other than a sports venue. 

Iveson said the relationship 
between Northlands and the 
Oilers is moving in the right 
direction. 

“There has been a lot of veiy 
positive dialogue with the Oil¬ 
ers, with Northlands and others 
in the community,” he said. “It’s 
come a long way.”

Edmonton city council found 
budget dollars Tuesday for 
49 new police officers, while 
also managing to lower the 
city’s proposed tax increase 
for next year. 

Councillors lowered the 
proposed property tax in¬ 
crease from the 5.7 per cent 
projected in December to 3.3 
per cent, but for homeowners 
the increase will actually be 
lower at 2.4 per cent, because 
the province is raising educa¬ 
tion taxes only on businesses. 

The money was found 
through savings, as the prov¬ 
ince is asking for less than 
expected in education prop¬ 
erty taxes, and the city is 
malcing more, due to changes 
to traffic fines in the recent 
Alberta budget. 

The provincial budget 
raised traffic fines across 
the board, and the city gets 
a share of those increased 
payments. 

Police revealed Tuesday 
those increases should cover 
the cost of the new officers. 

Edmonton Police initially 
asked for the additional of¬ 
ficers in December, split be¬ 
tween the arena district and 


the LRT system, but council 
turned them down. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
said Tuesday that it’s a relief 
to be able to hire more offi¬ 
cers now, because they expect 
a higher demand for policing 
when the arena opens. 

“It gives us an opportun¬ 
ity to get prepared for that 
growth in the downtown en¬ 
tertainment district,” he said. 

The new officers “will be 
interacting with the public,” 
he said. “Those will be boots 
on the street.” 

In previous years, the 
city has dipped into unused 
education property taxes to 
fund emerging issues, but 
Mayor Don Iveson said with 
the economy struggling and 
other provincial taxes ris¬ 
ing it made sense to hold 
the line. 

“For some families and for 
some businesses, times are 
tough and we didn’t want 
to take a dime more than 
we needed,” he said. 

© THE NUMBERS 

The property tax in¬ 
crease will mean about 
$70 more next year for 
the average homeowner, 
with a home valued at 
$401,000. Of the 49 offi¬ 
cers, 40 will be assigned 
to the downtown area 
and nine will work on 
the LRT mirroring a pilot 
project that was run last 
year pairing police with 
transit peace officers.

As Rachel Notley walks to the 
stage she shakes hands, offers 
hugs and high-fives to candi¬ 
dates, then pauses for a picture 
with a five-year-old girl, who has 
been dancing along as though 
she, not Notley, should be the 
centre of attention. 

Edmonton’s Citadel is full. 
Many have been coming to NDP 
election rallies for decades. This 
time around, they have hope 
for a real breakthrough — and 
that’s pinned on Notley. 

“I feel a tremendous weight 
of responsibility to the many, 
many supporters of the NDP,” 
Notley said, in a later interview. 


“All you can do is the best job 
that you know that you can.” 

Polling projections have the 
NDP sweeping Edmonton and 
winning more than 20 seats in 
the province. It would be a re¬ 
cord for the party. But that’s 
the big question for many, as 
these bright predictions have 
happened before. 

Brian Mason led the NDP in 
the 2012 election, when he and 
others hoped to win eight seats. 
On election day, they won four. 

As he watched, Mason said 
he’s excited about what the party 
could accomplish, but nervous. 

“The momentum has come 
a little early for my liking, but 
it’s better than the alternative,” 
he said. 

Still, Mason said he believes

its favour. “The circumstances 
are there and I think we have a 
real star in Rachel as the leader. 
She’s charismatic and I think 
she can really inspire people.” 

Ray Martin led the NDP in 
1986, the last election it had a 
breakthrough, securing 16 seats. 
He was also there in 1993, when 
the party was wiped out. 

Martin said 1986 was not 
something the party saw com¬ 
ing. “We were thrilled, even 
veiy surprised, with 16 (seats, 
but) we would have been veiy 
happy with four or five ... I ex¬ 
pect election night to be very 
exciting.” 

Family is a theme with Notley. 
She’s a mother of two, and said 
her teenagers supported her in 
becoming leader. Then there’s 
her dad. At the Citadel, many 
supporters wear Grant Notley 
T-shirts. He’s Rachel’s father, 
who led the party and died in 
a plane crash in 1984. 

“I grew up with my dad be¬ 
ing leader,” Notley said. “I knew 
and know what that involved 
and there’s a huge commitment 
taking on that job.”

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Mason asks auditor general to investigate golf-course dealings

An Edmonton NDP candidate is 
asking Alberta’s auditor gener¬ 
al to investigate several govern¬ 
ment payments to a company 
that runs a publicly owned golf 
course in Kananaslcis. 

In April, news broke that 
Kan-Alta Golf Course Manage¬ 
ment received $5.4 million in 
government compensation for 
revenue it lost following the 
2013 floods in southern Alberta, 
which damaged the course. 


On Tuesday, Brian Mason, 
who’s running for the NDP 
in Edmonton-Highlands-Nor- 
wood, wrote to auditor general 
Merwan Saher, asking him to 
investigate what he says are 
new payments to Kan-Alta. 

Mason said the government 
had promised in the spring 
sitting of the legislature that 
no further money would be 
paid to Kan-Alta until it could 
review the payments, but re¬ 


cords show that an additional 
$3.9 million was paid to the 
company over the last three 
months of 2014. 

“I am asking you to conduct 
a full investigation,” Mason 
wrote to Saher. 

Mason alleged in an inter¬ 
view with Metro on Tuesday 
that the relationship between 
the PC government and Kan- 
Alta is “cozy” and said the 
deal with the company and 


the government needs to be 
made public. 

Mason also said the contract 
awarded to Kan-Alta, which 
dates back to the opening of 
the course in the 1980s, should 
be investigated by Saher for po¬ 
tential breaches of policy con¬ 
cerning sole-source contracts. 

But why now? 

“I think an election is a per¬ 
fect time to talk about this,” 
Mason said, metro

The provincial budget 
introduced several new taxes 
and fees that, in total, the PC 
party anticipates will raise 
$2.5 billion in additional rev¬ 
enue by the year 2017-2018. 

The Wildrose calculation 
divides that revenue by the 
roughly one million taxpay¬ 
ing families in Alberta. 

Fact check: Both income 
tax and health-care levies 
have cutoffs for people with 
lower incomes. 

That means many Alber¬ 
tans won’t pay anywhere near 
the $2,500 fee the Wildrose 
is using. 

The Progressive Conserv¬ 
atives claim their election 
budget will cost about $400 
per year for the average 
family. 

Their number is based 
on an individual making 
$100,000 a year, who would 
have to pay higher income 
taxes and a health-care levy. 

It also assumes that per¬ 
son uses about 2,000 litres 
of fuel per year. 

The majority of that $400 
is in the new health-care levy, 
which applies to a person’s 
taxable income and would 
add up to about $300 for an 
individual. 

Fact check: The PC’s ex¬ 
ample does not include high¬ 
er tobacco taxes or alcohol 
taxes.

An Edmonton family is put¬ 
ting a splash into their sum¬ 
mer road trip by ignoring the 
car and setting a canoe in a 
river, all to paddle back to 
where they’re from in Quebec. 

With plans to complete his 
PhD at the end of the week, 
University of Alberta forest 
ecology major Benoit Gen- 
dreau-Berthiaume said his 
wife and son have wanted 
to move back to Quebec, but 
have wanted to make a cross¬ 
country trip out of it. 

“We knew that following 
my degree here, in Edmon¬ 
ton, we were going to take a 
big break. I’ve been going to 
school, back-to-back, forever,” 
Gendreau-Berthiaume said. 

After being stung in the

past with car troubles, the 
30-year-old father said his 
family has decided to canoe 
to Quebec, rather than drive. 


The paddle trip will take 
four-months and cover ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 kilometres. 
Gendreau-Berthiaume said 


he has grown up canoeing 
and is an experienced guide. 

“That’s probably one of the 
reasons canoeing came up 


in the first place — it’s an 
activity we all really enjoy,” 
he said. 

Along with prepping sup¬ 
plies and planning their route, 
the family did a test run last 
year — canoeing 450 kilo¬ 
metres into North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan — to ensure 
their five-year-old son, Mali, 
was up for the trip. 

“We were skeptical, at first, 
of his ability to stay in his ca¬ 
noe all day and enjoy himself,” 
Gendreau-Berthiaume said. 

The practice run, so to 
speak, was a success and 
sealed the family’s plans to 
set out on the adventure. 

“We paddled eight-nine 
hours a day,” said Gendreau- 
Berthiaume. 

“Every morning, [Mali] was 
the one who was most excit¬ 
ed to hop in the canoe, even 
though an hour later he would 
often say, Are we there yet?”’ 

The family will set out for 
their trip May 2 and be up¬ 
dated social media and their 
website for people to follow 
along.

City aims to create 
its own anti-terror unit 

Edmonton police Chief 
Rod Knecht hopes to cre¬ 
ate a special anti-terror- 
ism unit inside the city's 
police force later this 
year. 

Knecht said the force 
has been dealing with a 
lot of possible terrorism 
cases and that has meant 
drawing on resources 
from around the depart¬ 
ment. 

He said he would pre¬ 
fer to see the work be¬ 
come more focused. 

Knecht said the force 
already works closely 
with the RCMP anti-ter¬ 
rorism unit and he would 
want that to continue. 

"It's going to comple¬ 
ment the RCMP in fact 
my preference would be 
for them to work with the 
RCMP out of the same 
building." 

The force gets regu¬ 
lar tips from parents and 
members of the public on 
potential terror-related 
activities, Knecht said, 
and he hopes that con¬ 
tinues.

Military 
trainers off 
to Ukraine

Troops won’t 
be in harm’s 
way: Defence 
minister 

The Harper government went 
to extra lengths Tuesday to 
make it clear Canadian mil¬ 
itary trainers will not be in 
harm’s way when they deploy 
to western Ukraine to school 
battle-weaiy formations in the 
finer points of combat. 

“These Canadian Armed 
Forces personnel will not be 
going anywhere remotely close 
to the conflict zone in east¬ 
ern Ukraine,” Defence Minis¬ 
ter Jason Kenney told a news 
conference. 

The U.S.-led mission is un¬ 
likely to raise the temperature 
of the simmering conflict in 
eastern Europe, but that could 
change if the U.S., Canada and 
other nations decide to perma¬ 
nently base troops in places 
like Poland and the Baltic 
states, which NATO is being 
urged to do. 

Steve Saideman, chair¬ 
man in international affairs 
at Carleton University in Ot¬ 
tawa, said Russia will likely 
make noise about the train¬ 
ing mission and milk it for 
propaganda value, but likely 
won’t seek to retaliate. 

“We still live in a nuclear 
world, and there are certain 


things Russia can do, and cer¬ 
tain things Russian can’t do,” 
Saideman said. 

“What I think the Russians 
would care more about was if 
the United States planted a 
brigade in Poland and another 
brigade strewn throughout the 
Baltics. That would be much 
more upsetting to them.” 

He says another cautionary 
line would be crossed if the 
West decided to ship arms 
and munitions to Ukraine 
President Petro Poroshenlco’s 
government. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair, 
however, says he is very con¬ 
cerned by what he calls a dan¬ 
gerous precedent and a lack 
of consultation. 

“This is not a NATO mis¬ 
sion and yet we’re going to 
be on the Russian border,” 
he said during a stop in Ri- 
mouslci, Qpe. 

“When it came to Mali or 
Libya, Mr. Harper would con¬ 
sult and tiy to have the other 
parties onside. But more and 
more, he is acting unilateral¬ 
ly ... and Canadians have the 
right to be involved and con¬ 
sulted.” 

Canada is sending 200 mil¬ 
itary trainers to Ukraine some¬ 
time in early summer, joining 
the U.S. and Britain in a two- 
year commitment to improve 
the effectiveness of Ukrainian 
forces. The mission addresses 
a number of requests from the 
government of Ukraine.

Indian PM Modi arrives 
in Ottawa for broad visit 

From trade, to energy, to 
the environment, to secur¬ 
ity, to culture. Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper will 
have no shortage of topics 
to discuss with visiting In¬ 
dian Prime Minister Naren- 
dra Modi. 

Harper will also have an 
unspoken domestic polit¬ 
ical dividend — boosting 
his party's standing with 
Canada's 1.2 million Indo- 
Canadians as an October 
federal election looms. 

After a meeting Wed¬ 
nesday, Harper will accom¬ 
pany Modi to Toronto and 
Vancouver and will have no 
fewer than 16 fellow Con¬ 
servatives appearing with 
them at various events. 

Harper's fondness for 
diaspora politics is well 
known. His tough talk to¬ 
wards Russia is seen as a 
way of courting the 1.2 mil¬ 
lion Canadians of Ukrainian 
descent, for instance.

Top court strikes down 
mandatory minimums 
for gun crimes 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada dealt the Harper gov¬ 
ernment's tough-on-crime 
agenda a serious blow 
Tuesday by striking down 
a law requiring mandatory 
minimum sentences for gun 
crimes. The 6-3 ruling said 
the statute was unconsti¬ 
tutional as it upheld a 2013 
Ontario Court of Appeal rul¬ 
ing. The court said the man¬ 
datory minimum sentence 
could ensnare people who 
pose "little or no danger to 
the public."

Hassan Mohamed was only two 
when his family settled into 


Dadaab refugee camp in north¬ 
ern Kenya, fleeing civil war that 
was ravaging Somalia. He left 
in 2012 and came to Toronto as 
a student. His parents and five 
siblings remain in the camp, 
“living in real terror,” Mohamed 
said as the UN refugee agency 
pleads with the Kenyan govern¬ 
ment to keep it open. 

“Closing that camp and send¬ 
ing people back in Somalia is 
like throwing them into a burn¬ 
ing fire,” Mohamed said Tuesday 
amid reports of more violent 
deaths in his homeland. 


“These refugees are no lesser 
victims of al-Shabab.” 

Leaders in Kenya have or¬ 
dered Dadaab be closed and 
more than 500,000 refugees re¬ 
located in the wake of an April 
2 attack that killed nearly 150 
students at Garissa University 
College. 

Officials suspect members of 
al-Shabab — a militant Islamist 
group — are hiding in the refu¬ 
gee camp, the world’s largest. 

Kenya’s vice-president 
has said the country needs

Coalition? 
Not with 
Mulcalr: 
Trudeau 

Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
says he would “maybe” be open 
to the idea of forming a coalition 
with the NDP if Tom Mulcair was 
not running the party. Asked on 
Tuesday whether having some¬ 
one other than Mulcair as leader 
would change the dynamic in 
terms of a coalition between the 
two parties, Trudeau replied: 
“I don’t know. ... Honestly, I 
don’t want get into hypotheses. 
Maybe, but maybe not. 

“(Mulcair’s) style is anchored 
in the old way of practising pol¬ 
itics. Politics needs to be about 
rallying. And we have very differ¬ 
ent perspectives on how politics 
should be practised.” 

Some recent polls have sug¬ 
gested the possibility of a minor¬ 
ity government in Ottawa after 
this fall’s election. Mulcair reiter¬ 
ated his openness last month to 
a possible coalition with the Lib¬ 
erals if it is necessary to topple 
Stephen Harper’s Conservatives. 

On Tuesday, Trudeau rejected 
the idea of a coalition. 

“I’m not interested at all in 
any formal arrangement,” said 
the Liberal leader, noting that 
the parties have differences of 
opinion on economic and consti¬ 
tutional issues.

Defacing 
of colonial 
statuary

Pro-British 
memorials 
under attack 
in South Africa 

Excrement thrown at the stat¬ 
ue of British colonialist Cecil 
John Rhodes began a wave of 
vandalizing protests in South 
Africa. 

Memorials to South Africa’s 
colonial past were defaced by 
mainly young black protest¬ 
ers, as statues of British mon- 
archs Queen Victoria and King 
George V were splashed with 
paint, in the cities of Port Eliza¬ 
beth and Durban. 

Founding fathers of Afri¬ 
kaner nationalism were also 
targeted. In Pretoria, the me¬ 
morial of 19th century Afri¬ 
kaner leader Paul Kruger was 
twice daubed with bright green 
paint, while the statue of Mar- 
thinus Pretorius, who founded 
the capital city, was splashed 
with reddish brown paint, ac¬ 
cording to local media reports. 

The statue of Louis Botha, 
the president of the South Af¬ 
rican Union in the early 1900s, 
was smeared with red and blue 
paint outside parliament in 
Cape Town on the same day 
that the Rhodes sculpture was 
removed from its perch over¬ 
looking the University of Cape 
Town, after weeks of student 
protest. 


In the Free State province, a 
statue of Boer General Jan Ficlc 
was splashed with red paint 
in the town named after him 
in 1883, Ficlcsburg. Vandals 
poured paint over Scottish- 
South African missionary An¬ 
drew Murray’s statue in the 
Western Cape. 

War memorials were also 
defaced. A bronze rider mark¬ 
ing the Anglo-Boer War from 
1899 to 1902, was toppled from 
his horse. 

In the latest demonstration, 
vandals smeared paint on the 
figure of a young Mohandas 
Gandhi. Standing in the square 
in downtown Johannesburg 
named for Mahatma Gandhi, 
the memorial marks the Indian 
anti-colonial leader’s time in 
South Africa, where he formu¬ 
lated the principle of passive 
resistance. 

The protester, who smudged 
white paint on Gandhi’s cloak, 
accused him of being racist 
during his time in the country. 

Several people have been 
arrested and local authorities 
have spent thousands of dollars 
cleaning up the statues. The op¬ 
position party, the Economic 
Freedom Fighters, has come 
out in support of its members 
who have claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for these acts of vandalism. 

The string of protests has 
sparked a national debate 
about how to remember South 
Africa’s past. A question is gain¬ 
ing ground in the country: 
Who’s next? the associated press

Hope fades for return 
of kidnapped girls

Ten killed 
in attack 
on school 
ministry 

Ten people were killed on 
Tuesday in an assault on the 
offices of Somalia’s education 
ministry and seven attackers 
were also killed, said a gov¬ 
ernment spokesman. 

The fatalities include eight 
civilians and two soldiers, 
said spokesman Ridwan Haji 
Abdiweli. 

Police later secured the 
Ministry of Higher Education 
office complex, said Capt. 
Mohamed Hussein, a senior 
police officer. 

The attackers stormed the 
education ministry’s offices 
after a suicide car bomber 
detonated his vehicle at the 
gate of the complex, open¬ 
ing the way for gunmen to 
enter, said Hussein. 

The assault on the walled 
compound, which also hous¬ 
es other government minis¬ 
tries, is the latest attack by 
suspected Islamic extremists 
of al-Shabab who are main¬ 
taining a series of attacks in 
the capital on government 
targets and the African Union 
forces who are supporting 
the government. 

Smoke was seen rising 
over the compound and se¬ 
curity forces rushed to the 
scene and ambulances fer¬ 
ried wounded victims to 
hospitals. 

This is not the first time 
al-Shabab has attacked the 
government’s education min¬ 
istry. A suicide car bomber 
detonated a truck at the edu¬ 
cation offices in 2011, killing 
at least 70, mostly students 
who were applying for schol¬ 
arships to study in Turkey. 

Al-Shabab often accuses 
the ministry of westernizing 
Somalia’s education system.

New president 
can’t promise 
to find them 

They have been gone a year now, 
the hundreds of girls abducted 
by Islamic militants from their 
school in northeastern Nigeria. 

And while the cry to “Bring 
Back Our Girls” remains a world¬ 
wide cause, On Tuesday the new 
Nigerian president would not 
repeat his predecessor’s failed 
promise to find them — only 
that they won’t be forgotten. 

A solemn march was held to 
remember the 219 girls seized 
from their boarding school in 
Chibok by gunmen from the 


Boko Haram extremist group. 
In Nigeria’s capital of Abuja, 219 
girls paraded in the streets, with 
each carrying a placard bearing 
the name of a kidnap victim. 

“We believe the girls are still 
alive,” said Dr. Allan Manasseh, 
the brother of missing 18-year- 
old Maryamu Wavi, in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated Press. 

But it was clear that hope has 
dwindled a year after the April 
14-15 mass abduction. 

President-elect Muhammadu 
Buhari said he must be honest 
about the prospects of getting 
the missing girls back to their 
families. 

“We do not know if the Chi¬ 
bok girls can be rescued. Their 
whereabouts remain unknown,” 
Buhari said in a statement. “As 


much as I wish to, I cannot 
promise that we can find them.” 

The statement by Buhari, a 
former military ruler of Nigeria 
who was elected last month and 
takes over May 29, is a marked 
departure from President Good- 
luck Jonathan. After Jonathan’s 
administration initially denied 
there had even been a kidnap¬ 
ping, he made repeated hollow 
promises that the girls would 
be rescued. 

Campaigners have replaced 
the slogan of “Bring Back Our 
Girls — Now and Alive!” with 
a new one: “Never to be for¬ 
gotten.” 

Still, some of the marchers 
Tuesday held the new leader¬ 
ship accountable. 

“We are here to appeal to the 


government to do better. We 
want our girls now and alive,” 
said Solamipe Onifade, 16. 

A vigil was held after sun¬ 
down, with people holding can¬ 
dles and singing. 

The gunmen initially seized 
276 girls, but several dozen man¬ 
aged to escape as the militants 
transported them to the Sambisa 
Forest, with some clinging to the 
branches of trees from a mov¬ 
ing open-back truck. Those still 
missing may have been split up. 
Witnesses said some girls were 
taken across the border into 
Cameroon. 

Boko Haram’s leader, Abuba- 
lcar Shelcau, claimed they had 
converted to Islam and been 
married off to his fighters.

Turkish president 
condemns Pope Francis 

Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan says he 
is "condemning" Pope 
Francis for describing the 
slaughter of an estimated 
1.5 million Armenians by 
Ottoman Turks as "the first 
genocide of the 20th cen¬ 
tury" and for urging the 
international community 
to recognize it as such. 

Turkey denies the kill¬ 
ings that began 100 years 
ago were genocide and 
contends those who died 
were victims of civil war 
and unrest. Turkey also 
insists the death toll has 
been inflated. 

It responded to the 
pope's words Sunday by 
recalling its ambassador 
to the Vatican and accus¬ 
ing Francis of spreading 
hatred and "unfounded 
claims." the associated press 

Survivors say 400 
migrants drowned in 
capsizing off Libya coast 

Survivors of a capsized 
migrant boat off Libya 
have told the aid group 
Save the Children that an 
estimated 400 people are 
believed to have drowned. 

Even before the sur¬ 
vivors were interviewed, 
Italy's coast guard said it 
assumed that there were 
many dead given the size 
of the ship and that nine 
bodies had been found. 

The coast guard had 
helped rescue some 144 
people on Monday and im¬ 
mediately launched an air 
and sea search operation 
in hopes of finding others. 
No other survivors or bod¬ 
ies have been recovered. 

On Tuesday, Save the 
Children said its inter¬ 
views with survivors who 
arrived in Reggio Calabria 
indicated there may have 
been 400 others who 
drowned.

Deputy goes to jail on 
manslaughter charge 


A volunteer law enforcement 
officer was booked into jail 
Tuesday on a manslaughter 
charge in the death of an Okla¬ 
homa man who was fatally shot 
as he lay on the ground at the 
officer’s feet. 

The sheriff’s office has said 
Robert Bates, a 73-year-old in¬ 
surance executive who was 
volunteering on an under¬ 
cover operation, mistakenly 
pulled out his handgun in¬

Schools reopen nine 
months after Ebola 


Children in Sierra Leone re¬ 
turned to schools on Tuesday 
after staying at home for nine 
months because of the Ebola out¬ 
break that has killed more than 
10,000 mostly in West Africa. 

More than 8,000 schools are to 
reopen for about 1.8 million stu¬ 
dents and the government and 
UN children’s agency promise 
to check temperatures regularly 
and will promote hand washing 
to discourage the spread of Ebola 
in the schools. 

“This marks a major step in 


the normalization of life in Si¬ 
erra Leone,” said Roeland Mo- 
nasch, UNICEF Representative 
in Sierra Leone. “It is important 
that all children get into school 
including those who were out 
of school before the Ebola out¬ 
break. Education for all is a key 
part of the recoveiy process for 
the countiy.”

Smoking, drinking, 
anorexia on hit list 


France’s lower house of Par¬ 
liament has approved a draft 
law tackling a range of public 
health problems from smok¬ 
ing and drinking to obesity 
and anorexia. 

The bill passed in the Na¬ 
tional Assembly on Tuesday 
with 311 votes in favour and 
241 against. The reform now 
goes to the Senate. 

One measure would make it 
a crime to use anorexic models 
or encourage anorexia. Any 
modelling agency or person 
who pays a model below a cer¬ 
tain body mass index would 


face up to six months in prison 
and 75,000 euros ($80,000 US) 
in fines if convicted. 

Another measure would 
force manufacturers to pack¬ 
age their cigarettes in plain 
boxes. 

In another part of the bill, 
people who encourage minors 
to drink excessively could face 
a year behind bars and a 15,000 
euro ($16,000 US) fine. 

The sale to minors of prod¬ 
ucts inciting people to get 
drunk, such as T-shirts, would 
be forbidden.

Closing 
arguments in 
1979 missing 
child trial 


The case of a six-year-old boy 
who vanished in 1979 marked 
the end of an innocent era but 
has led to reforms that have 
helped save many children 
from a similar fate, a prosecu¬ 
tor said Tuesday at the trial of 
the man accused of killing him. 

Etan Patz “is larger than his 
very little, important life,” As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Joan 
Illuzzi-Orbon said in closing 
arguments at the Manhattan 
murder trial of Pedro Hernan¬ 
dez, a 54-year-old New Jersey 
man. 

Hernandez confessed in 2012 
in a case that has confounded 
law enforcement for decades. 
Etan’s body was never found, 
nor was any trace of clothing 


or his belongings. The defence 
says the admissions are the fic¬ 
tional ravings of a mentally ill 
man with a low IQ. 

Hernandez, who was a teen¬ 
age stock clerk, knew there 
were children in and out of 
the store, and Etan had been 
there countless times, the pros¬ 
ecutor said. 

Illuzzi-Orbon said Hernan¬ 
dez saw Etan with a dollar and 
asked him to the basement. She 
said the motive was sexual, 
and Etan likely fought back. 

“The quickest and easiest way 
to shut him up and shut him 
up permanently was to choke 
him to death,” she said. 

Illuzzi-Orbon said his 
first confession to a prayer 
group shortly after the boy 
disappeared was the most 
accurate. Prayer circle mem¬ 
bers testified that Hernandez 
made tearful admissions dur¬ 
ing a 1979 retreat that matched 
some of what he told author¬ 
ities on video 33 years later. Accused Pedro Hernandez in a Manhattan court in 2012.

More Canadians 
cut cord: Report 



A report says more Canadians are becoming comfortable 
watching content through other platforms and are cancelling 
TV packages, netflix inc/the Canadian press-the associated press

Another 95,000 
households left 
last year, says 
tracking group 

More Canadians are choosing 
to cancel their cable TV and 
satellite packages, and a new 
report suggests there’s no sign 
of the migration slowing down. 
The Convergence Consulting 
Group says about 95,000 fewer 
households had a cable TV or 
satellite subscription at the end 
of 2014, compared with 2013. 

By those estimates, more 
than 21 per cent of Canadian 
households or 3.09 million 
homes did not have a cable 
TV or satellite TV subscription 
at the end of last year. 

“These are very strong 
drops in TV,” said Brahm Ei- 
ley, president of Convergence 
Consulting, a Toronto-based 
firm that collects extensive 
data on the North American 


cable and phone industries. 

This year, Eiley expects the 
industry will lose another 
97,000, as the shift continues 
at a stronger clip. 

Several factors are at work 
in the decline, Eiley suggested. 
Some younger households 


never signed up for TV servi¬ 
ces, which pulls down net sub¬ 
scriber numbers, while more 
households that once paid for 
cable are putting their cash to¬ 
ward video-streaming services 
like Netflix instead.

The American Library As¬ 
sociation on Monday released 
its annual list of the 10 books 
receiving the most complaints 
from parents, educators and 
others in the local community. 

Sherman Alexie’s prize-win¬ 
ning autobiographical novel 
of school life, The Absolutely 
True Diary of a Part-Time In¬ 
dian, ranked No. 1, followed by 
Marjane Satrapi’s graphic novel 
Persepolis and the picture book 
about two male penguins rais¬ 
ing a baby penguin, Peter Par¬ 
nell’s and Justin Richardson’s 
And Tango Makes Three. 

Others on the list include 
Toni Morrison’s debut novel 
The Bluest Eye, Khaled Hos- 
seini’s million-selling novel 
The Kite Runner and Jaycee 
Dugard’s bestselling mem¬ 
oir about her kidnapping, A 
Stolen Life. 

Several of the authors listed 
were either non-whites — even 
though just a small percentage 
of books released each year 
are by non-whites — or writ-

ers of books with gay, lesbian 
or transgender themes. 

Reasons for books being 
challenged ranged from “cul¬ 
tural insensitivity” in Alexie’s 
novel, in which the author 
draws upon his experiences 
as an American Indian at a 
virtually all-white high school, 
to “promotes the homosexual 
agenda” in And Tango Makes 
Three. 

Common complaints include 
explicit sex, violence, refer¬ 
ences to drugs and alcohol and 
offensive language.

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Patent trolls milk millions 


The same week that Alex Haro 
and Chris Hulls raised $50 mil¬ 
lion US for their mobile app, 
Life360, the business partners 
got a letter. It said they had 
three days to pay licensing 
fees to a company they had 
never heard of because their 
app violated its patented tech¬ 
nology. 

Haro and Hulls traced the 
company, Advanced Ground 
Information Systems, to a 
coastal home in Jupiter, Fla., 
with a phone number that in¬ 
itially went to an anonymous 
voicemail. They couldn’t find 
any employees on Linlcedln. 

On the other side of that let¬ 
ter was Malcolm (Cap) Beyer 
Jr., a 76-year-old who had filed 
patents a decade ago on cell¬ 
phone mapping. He said his 
attorney told him that he had 
a strong case against the star¬ 
tup, even though the general 
technology had been widely

used by other tech compan¬ 
ies for years. Beyer insists the 
mobile app’s $50 million US 
in fundraising had nothing to 


do with it. In the end, a jury 
sided with Life360 — but not 
before it shelled out nearly 
$1.5 million in legal fees. 

U.S. Congress is expected to 
take up legislation this year 
that would make it tougher 
for people like Beyer to claim 
patent infringement and put 
them on the hook for legal 
costs if they lose. 

The bill has become a top 
lobbying priority this year 
for the tech industry, which 
says it repeatedly fends off 
frivolous lawsuits because of 
poorly written software pat¬ 
ents and laws that favour pat¬ 
ent holders. 

Still opposing the bill, how¬ 
ever, are pharmaceutical and 
biotech companies and univer¬ 
sities that say the legislation 
would make it too tough and 
expensive for them to protect 
their patents.

I stopped watching Orange is 
the New Black the moment I 
learned my wife cheated on 
me ... by watching it with¬ 
out me. 

We enjoyed the first sea¬ 
son over a month, curled 
up on the couch every few 
nights. That’s accelerated 
viewing to me, a TV grazer, 
but glacial to the Netflix 
Queen I married. She met 
me in the middle, until I left 
the countiy. We both did 
— it was a vacation. But for 
her, Europe was no match 
for Season 2. 

What’s that Milan Kun- 
dera quote? “Two people in 
love, alone, isolated from 
the world, that’s beautiful. 
But what would they nourish 


their intimate talk with?” 

Not television. 

Binge-watching has de¬ 
stroyed the shared viewing 
experience, turning TV like 
Marvel’s Daredevil, dumped 
on Netflix at midnight Fri¬ 
day, into an individualistic 
experience. On one hand, 
it allows you to catch more 
clues, nuances, and see the 
inner workings of a show. 

On the other hand, it dilutes 
the social pleasure of tele¬ 
vision discourse. 

Even with social media al¬ 
lowing us to have worldwide 
simultaneous conversations 
about new shows, the chat¬ 
ter is trite and tends to be 
either bland praise or useless 
status updates of which epi¬ 
sode users have reached. 

Where there’s discussion, 
it’s completely out of sync. 
Imagine J.R. getting shot in 
the original Dallas, not on 


the same night, but stag¬ 
gered over weeks or months. 
That explains why no Netflix 
or Amazon original program¬ 
ming has yet had a “Red 
Wedding” moment that 
infects your social spheres. 
Though it’s not for a lack of 
trying. 

Had House of Cards been 
offered in 13 courses instead 
of buffet style, then Francis 
Underwood throwing Zoe 
Barnes in front of the train 
would surely have made a 
splash at the water-cooler. 
But who’s to say the person 
waiting to fill up would be 
ready for such a spoiler? 

(P.S.: Spoiler alert.) 

Cards, like Orange, is 
another show I abandoned. 
With so many condensed 
highs and lows, I’d become 
desensitized and, well, 
bored. 

Great television shows 


build audiences over time, 
with cliffhangers that linger 
within you and require a so¬ 
cial outlet that builds further 
word of mouth. We saw that 
with Breaking Bad and True 
Detective, and we’re seeing 
it now with Empire, the FOX 
hip-hop opera that increased 
its audience with each epi¬ 
sode until it wrapped up the 
season last month. 

And perhaps we will see 
that with Netflix’s next show 
in May, the Canadian thriller 
Between. It’s rolling out over 
six weeks because of a three- 
way deal with Shomi and 
City. Tortured subscribers — 
and married people — might 
appreciate it in the long run.

"The micro-living 
pioneers are the so- 
called trailer trash" 



Small is so chic these days. 

There are trend pieces on 
laneway homes, Nordic cabin 
trailers, micro condos, and 
endless feature stories on "in¬ 
novative" small living spaces 
that read like some kind of 
scientific discovery. 

Please. Small space living 
is nothing new, not even 
in North America. And the 
original micro-living pioneers 
are the so-called trailer trash. 

"If Bubbles was here I 
would give him the biggest 
hug," Cindy MacDonald tells 
me over the phone from her 
home in Calgary's Midfield 
Mobile Home Park. 

"Trailer parks need to look 
out for one another!" the 
Trailer Park Boys star tweeted 
earlier this week and asked 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi to stop 
the city's plan to evict the 
park's residents in 2017, due 
to aging infrastructure. 

MacDonald turned to Bub¬ 
bles as an ironic champion 
after facing slurs like "trailer 
trash, whores and druggies," 
she said, thinking the beloved 
pop culture epitome of trailer 
trash might help turn the tide. 

MacDonald should never 
have needed his PR help 
Mobile homes are perfectly 
fine homes. They're import¬ 
ant sources of affordable 
housing for seniors and 
young families, according to 
a 2007 B.C. study. And they're 
even on the rise: The 2011 
census found movable dwell¬ 
ings (which include mobile 
homes) are up to 183,510 
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from 157,560 in 2001. 

One new adopter is Isa¬ 
bella Mori, whose custom- 
built trailer home in Vancou¬ 
ver is so chic it's spawned a 
newspaper trend story. As 
if mobile homes weren't a 
century old. 

The trend pieces are "hilari¬ 
ous," agreed Jake Fry, one of 
the leaders in Vancouver's 
small-house movement. "(It's) 
as if someone had stumbled 
upon an idea not yet utilized, 
and yet it's probably the most 
common thing in the world, 
these type of smaller living 
environments for families." 

We can thank the exorbi¬ 
tant and rising cost of urban 
housing for adding fuel to the 
trend. As someone who lives 
in a 200-square-foot studio 
apartment, I get the appeal 
of a pared-down home. Fry 
even argued the younger 
generation is motivated to 
live in smaller spaces by a 
desire to focus on what they 
need to be happy, and not 
what they want, like the Blue 
Jays' new van-living pitcher 
Daniel Norris. 

Mobile homes aren't a 
likely option for most cities 
looking to expand up instead 
of out. 

And if and when MacDon¬ 
ald is evicted, it'll be amid 
the rise of the micro-condo 
in Toronto and the freight- 
container apartments in 
Vancouver — the higher-end 
evolution of an old search for 
housing that we can afford.

What would Kim Kardashian 
know about science? Neil de- 
Grasse Tyson says the answer 
may surprise you. 

“I would put her on StarTallc,” 
says the popular scientist about 
his new National Geographic 
Channel series. 

“What would we talk about? 
We would look at all the things 
she does. If she uses a hair 
straightener, there are chem¬ 
icals in that hair straightener. 
If she bronzes her skin, we will 
talk about the chemicals. I will 
bring in a chemist to talk about 
cosmetics.” 

Having a conversation about 
science is at the heart of his ser¬ 
ies, premiering Monday, April 
20 at 11 p.m. ET. 

During each hour-long epi¬ 
sode, Tyson sits down with a 
celebrity to explore how sci¬ 
ence and technology influence 
their lives. 

“Maybe I was exaggerating a 
little bit, but if I could get (Kim 
Kardashian) on, I would do it,” 
says Tyson. 

Still, there is enough star 
power to tune in, with guests 
ranging from Star Trek alum 


George Talcei and director Chris¬ 
topher Nolan, to syndicated col¬ 
umnist Dan Savage and Can¬ 
adian astronaut Chris Hadfield. 

“He was just as friendly and as 
smart and as charming as I had 
hoped and expected. He made 
a great guest,” says Tyson about 
Hadfield. “I had not known that 
he also composes music. So on 
the StarTallc episode he sang for 
us the lullaby he composed for 
his kids while he was in space 
to sing them to sleep.” 

Tyson describes the process 
of choosing guests as “very 
crass and simple.” 

“It’s: Are they famous?’ 

We want them as a . 
guest. We created Star- i 
Talk to reach people f 
who didn’t know they 
liked science. Or people 
who knew they did not 
like science. 

“You have 
to give them 
some other rea¬ 
son to participate 
in a science conversa¬ 
tion. One way to do 
that is to comb the ( 
elements of pop 
culture and say, 

‘Are there sing¬ 
ers, actors, direc¬ 
tors, performers who 
have huge followings? 

Well, let’s get them on 
StarTallc.’ And, we will find 
ways science emanates from 
their profession — even in 
ways they might not have 
been aware of. We might 
find they have a little bit 
of geek in them.” 

Getting people in touch 
with their inner geek is noth¬ 


ing new for Tyson. 

The director of the Hayden 
Planetarium at the American Mu- 


seum of Natural History pre¬ 
viously hosted the PBS series 
NOVA ScienceNow and Cosmos: 
A Spacetime Odyssey. 

He is also a popular scientif¬ 
ic voice on social media, with 
more than 3.3 million Twitter 
followers. 

“In the sciences, we are not 
generally rewarded for being 
sociable. Our reward comes 
from never leaving the 
laboratoiy,” he says. 

“So maybe people 


thought I was odd. 

“That said, I do think a lot 
about pop culture. So I am a 
little bit fluent in some aspects 
of pop culture and so that helps. 
Because, if there is someone 
who doesn’t know anything 
about science, but they know 
eveiything about pop culture, 
I have a way to have 
a conversation 
with them.”

It’s rare enough for an actor to 
earn endless critical acclaim for 
a performance on TV. But there’s 
one star receiving that kind of 
praise for several performances, 
all in one show: Tatiana Maslany. 
She’s been doing that for two 
seasons as a group of clones on 
Orphan Black, which returns for 
a third season on Saturday. The 
show manages to be, at various 
points, a satire of suburbia, a con 
artist action show and a horror 
movie with religious undertones. 
At the centre of it all is Maslany, 
anchoring a group of women 
who are learning to be siblings, 
but who are all so different from 
each other that it’s easy to forget 
they’re played by one woman. 

What would you say is the 
theme of the new season? 

It feels to me like there’s 
something about the idea of 
the girls being stronger as a 
team. We see them separate at 
the beginning because they’ve 
all had these huge life changes 
and are in different worlds 
entirely because of everything, 
but just by meeting, they’ve 
changed each other and 
they’ve discovered a family 
they now belong to. And I 
think that’s been a huge thing 
for all of them. 



Will they be separated again 
like they were last season, or 
will they be together more 
often this year? 

They’re splintered again. 

It’s exciting to see them in 
their own worlds and com¬ 
ing back together. They 
all have veiy separate 
lives, as much as they 
have come together. 
Cosima’s sick and 
dealing with her 
mortality, so that’s 
where her world 
picks up again, 
whereas Alison is in 
a loving relation¬ 
ship and very 
supported, and 
yet they have 
this secret that 
they’re hiding 
from eveiyone, 
which is that 
they’ve buried 
a body in their 
garage.

But if you are 
like most of us, you will want 
to make use of the variety of 
ways to use that lifesaver of 
a bird cooked by the grocer. 

There are a few things to 
watch out for when picking 
one up: 

• Date and time prepared. 
These babies can dry out on 
the shelf or be left too long 
at an unsafe temperature. 

• Size of chicken. Don’t be 
fooled by the cheaper grocer 
unless you also know the size. 
Since most chickens are sold 
this way, breeders are being 
asked to grow ’em smaller to 
compete. 

• Seasonings. There is no 


way around how salty your 
roasted lifesaver can be so 
you will have to make sure 
the rest of the day is managed 
wisely. (Soy sauce at lunch, 
roasted chicken at dinner and 
popcorn for snack is going 
to have your blood pressure 
soaring. But steamed broccoli 
won’t.) 

• Toss the bones and veg¬ 
gie scraps into a freezer 
bag when you are done 
picking it for all it is 
worth. Because it is 
worth more when 
you simmer the 
bones for soup 
broth and two 
bird carcasses 
in the freezer 
are worth two 
more in the 
shopping 
cart.

This time around, Willmott 
wants to make sure there is no 
mistake and that consumers 
get the information they need.

“This isn’t about telling 
people what to do, but giv¬ 
ing them the information

to know alcohol’s effect on 
their diet. 

“Most of us know alcohol 
must be consumed in mod¬ 
eration.

Acura IXL 
stays fresh via 
powertrain,

Acura created the ILX back in 
2013 to get young upwardly 
mobile buyers into the Acura 
family. The intent was that 
they would stay with Acura, 
and buy bigger and more ex¬ 
pensive ones as they moved 
up the food chain. 

It hasn’t happened as Acura 
would have liked, especially in 
the U.S., which has never em¬ 
braced the concept of an entry- 
level and Civic-based Acura, as 
we have in Canada. 

That’s not to say Acura ILX 
isn’t a decent ride. Sometimes 
we just have to overlook a 
vehicle’s intended marketing 
mission and just take a keen 
look at the vehicle itself. And 
when you do that here, you 
find a really sweet, small sports 
sedan, especially when you 
consider all the new bits that 
have been bestowed on the 
vehicle for 2016, to mark its 
first major mid-cycle makeover. 

The biggest new bits are the 
2.4-litre 14 engine and eight- 
speed “dual clutch” automatic 
transmission, lifted from its 
immediate bigger sibling, the 
TLX. This gives the small Acura 
201 horses, over 50 more than 
last year. The engine likes to 


rev and the transmission loves 
to shift, and does so expert¬ 
ly and quickly, so it’s a great 
match. It doesn’t have that ef¬ 
fortless power feel, however, 
of torque-rich V6s and turbo¬ 
charged fours. 

But the ILX can go around a 
corner with panache. It turns 
easily and flatly, and instils a 
lot of confidence in the driver. 
That driver would have more 
fun if there were a bit more 
steering feel, but other than 
that, this is a fun ride. 

Back seat room, and interior 
room generally, are not up to 
“mid-size” standards. If you 
need such space, the mid-size 
mainstream sedans beckon, 
which can be had for about the 
same price of this “compact” 
near-luxury sedan. 

This being 2015, a vehicle 
needs more than just space 
and pace to succeed — it needs 
lots of acronyms in the safety 
department, and lots of con¬ 
nectivity in the dashboard. 
We don’t have the space to go 
through the entire laundry list, 
but suffice to say Acura wants 
ILX to be a segment leader in 
this regard. 

Some highlights, which are 
either standard or optionally 
available, include: long-range 
engine starter, GPS-linked auto¬ 
matic climate control, next- 
generation AcuraLinlc (cloud- 
based connected car system), 
Siri Eyes Free (standard across 
the board), rain-sensing wipers, 
and the AcuraWatch suite of 
driver assist technologies, 
which includes adaptive cruise, 
lane keeping assist, rear cam¬ 
era, and collision mitigation. 


SHOPPING 

Prices can drop when new cars revealed 


When auto companies roll out 
exciting new models like they 
did at the recent New York auto 
show, the unveilings can some¬ 
times push down the price of 
cars already on sale. 

Usually the immediate im¬ 
pact is small, according to in¬ 
dustry analysts, but the deals 
can get a whole lot better once 
the new models hit the show¬ 
rooms and the automakers try 
to clear the old models from 
dealer lots. And the extent of 
the impact depends on wheth¬ 
er the latest models are signifi¬ 
cantly more appealing than 


the old ones because of new 
features or styling changes. 

Last week in New York, Hon¬ 
da unveiled a new Civic com¬ 
pact that looks like a Euro¬ 
pean sports car, and Chevrolet 
showed off a new Malibu mid¬ 
size car that looks like a coupe, 
with more legroom better gas 
mileage and other features that 
one-up the current model. Ana¬ 
lysts say it’s too early to tell if 
prices will drop on the current 
Civics and Malibus. 

Car buyers recognize the 
value when there’s a major re¬ 
design if it’s feature-rich, said 


Alec Gutierrez, senior analyst 
with Kelley Blue Book. 

Whether or not prices im¬ 
mediately fall on existing mod¬ 
els varies by whether media 
coverage of the new model is 
unexpectedly positive or nega¬ 
tive, and by how well auto¬ 
makers manage their inventor¬ 
ies during the year, said David 
Wagner, senior manager for 
analytics with the NADA Used 
Car Guide. 

If publicity is good and cus¬ 
tomers are excited, then val¬ 
ues on outgoing models can 
fall. But the decline usually is 


small, around two or three per 
cent in the first several weeks 
of media coverage. 

Wagner saw prices fall a 
small amount after recent re¬ 
designs of the Honda Accord, 
Ford Mustang and Ford F-150 
pickup truck, all of which 
made great improvements or 
added features to the vehicles. 

In late summer and early 
fall, all automakers discount 
outgoing models to clear room 
on dealer lots for new models. 
Typically, those discounts run 
two to four per cent off the 
sticker price, the associated press

Odours, leaks, 
may plague 
2011 to 2014 
models 

Replacing the Cobalt and 
competing with the Honda 
Civic, Hyundai Elantra, Ford 
Focus and Toyota Corolla, the 
Chevrolet Cruze hit the Can¬ 
adian market for model year 
2011, riding a new European- 
based platform and hoping 
to attract customers with 
top-notch efficiency, leading 
warranty coverage and over¬ 
all value. With plenty of se¬ 
lection, the big-for-its-class 
Cruze should make an ideal 
used sedan for a shopper after 
plenty of space and a pleasant 
all-around driving experience. 

On board, smell for any un¬ 
pleasant odours, such as a burnt 
sugar smell, which could indicate 
a coolant leak under the hood, 
or in the vehicle’s heater core, 
as well as earthy or ‘dirty-soclc’ 
odours — resulting from mois¬ 
ture buildup in the HVAC system 
causing mildew. 

Blocked moisture drain tubes 


may be to blame for the latter 
issue, and your Chevrolet dealer 
may offer a mould/mildew clean¬ 
ing kit to remedy the problem. If 
you detect any unpleasant smells, 
have a mechanic check the cool¬ 


ing system and HVAC system 
for leaks. 

Check the Cmze’s cooling sys¬ 
tem pressure cap for signs of cool¬ 
ant leakage, which will require 
a new, revised cap to remedy. 


Visit the highway and get 
the Cruze up to speed, turning 
the steering wheel slightly to 
“weave” where appropriate. 

A “notchy” or “sticky” feel to 
the steering system could indi¬ 


cate a problem that requires 
further investigation. Most 
owners reporting this issue 
find it occurs at low mileage 
and have it fixed under warranty.

Look for OnStar, heated 
seats, a sunroof, automatic 
lights, and above-average 
at-hand storage facilities 
for keeping organized on 
the move. A full suite of ad¬ 
vanced safety systems is on 
board, too. 

Engines 

Most copies of the Cruze in 
the used market will pack 
a 1.4-litre turbocharged 
four-cylinder engine, or a 
1.8-litre four-cylinder engine. 
Six-speed transmissions in 
either automatic or manual 
were available. 

The verdict 

Cruze isn't the obvious 
choice as the most reli¬ 
able used compact sedan, 
though owners did love it for 
comfort and refinement. Opt 
for as new a model you can 
afford, seeking to maximize 
protection from the Cruze's 
warranty, where possible. A 
prepurchase inspection at a 
Chevrolet dealer should be 
considered mandatory.

New lifecycle analysis of E-Mercedes B-Class 

German automaker Daimler has come up with a lifecycle 
analysis of its Mercedes-Benz B-Class Electric Drive that 
shows the vehicle is significantly more environmentally 
friendly than a gasoline car, including the impact of its 
manufacturing. 

The analysis, conducted by the German regulatory body 
TUV, shows that the electric B-Class cuts lifetime carbon 
emissions by 24 per cent over a gasoline-powered B-Class 
when charged from a mix of power sources. 

If it's charged exclusively with hydroelectric power, the 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class Electric Drive's lifetime carbon is 
64 per cent lower than that of the four-cylinder gas-pow¬ 
ered model. 

The analysis assumes the car is driven about 100,000 
miles (160,000 kilometres) over its lifetime, and is re¬ 
cycled at the end of its use. wheelbase media

EPA revisits 
testing

“If people replace their 
wiper blades every six to 
nine months, they will enjoy 
better visibility,” says Ron 
Fausnight, group technical 
manager of chemicals and 
appearance products for ITW 
Global Brands, which mar¬ 
kets Rain-X. “Wiper blades 
will deteriorate from use, 
especially if there’s a lot of 
gritty material on the glass.” 

Guclc can form on the 
windshield even on dry, 
sunny days. Insects and bird 
droppings are the most no¬ 
ticeable culprits, but it can 
also include sticky substan¬ 
ces kicked up off the asphalt 
by other vehicles: dust and 
grime, oil, and even the thin 
film of rubber that builds up 
on the road from the thou¬ 
sands of tires driving over it. 

If the windshield is dry, it 
should always be moistened 
with the washers before the 


wipers are turned on. Not 
only is that grime hard on 
the rubber, but it can poten¬ 
tially scratch the glass. 

When you wash your car, 
it’s common for minerals in 
the water to dry on the wind¬ 
shield, causing spots. It can 
be difficult to remove these 
dried-on deposits and a glass 
cleaner may need to be used 
to remove them. 

Spray-on or wipe-on water 
repellents leave a thin film 
of silicon on the glass that 
causes the water to bead up 
and flow away, instead of 
drying up and leaving the 
minerals behind. 

Windshield wipers are ac¬ 
tually squeegees, and while 
they look like thin blades, a 
peek under magnification re¬ 
veals their edges are square. 
One corner of this square 
edge drags across the glass 
when the wipers move in 
one direction, and then the 
blade is flipped and the other 
corner does the job when the 
wiper goes the other way. 
This constant push-pull mo¬ 
tion does an excellent job of 
keeping the windshield clear 
when it’s raining, but it’s 
also why the blades eventu¬ 
ally wear out. 

All types of washer fluid 
will clean a windshield, but 
summer-specific ones do a 
better job of removing bugs 
and grime, while winter fluid 
is less likely to freeze. 

Plain water shouldn’t be 
used to clean a windshield, 
since it doesn’t clean as well 
and can damage the motor if 
there’s any left in the system 
when cold weather returns. 


WHEN TO REPLACE WIPERS 

Streaks mean 
replacement 

Wiper blades 
should be re¬ 
placed any time 
they start to 
leave streaks on 
the windshield, 
if the rubber 
starts to tear, or 
if they continu¬ 
ally "chatter" 
when wiping on 
wet glass. 

Because the rear 
window on an 

SUV or hatchback gets so grimy, this wiper can wear fairly 
quickly. Replace it promptly to avoid scratching the glass. 
Many vehicles have two different sized front blades, de¬ 
pending on the windshield size and shape, to do the best 
job of cleaning, jil mcintosh

Trophy both missed the post¬ 
season. 

The Los Angeles Kings 
struggled at mid-season and 
flopped in the final week, fin¬ 
ishing ninth in the West and 
ending their spectacular run 
of two championships, 10 
playoff series wins and a re¬ 
cord 64 post-season games 
over the past three years. For 
the first time since 2007, the 
playoffs won't feature the 
defending champion. 

The Boston Bruins, who 
won the 2011 title and had 
the NHL's best regular-sea¬ 
son record last year, join the 
Kings on the golf course. 


The Detroit Red Wings made 
the playoffs for the 24th con¬ 
secutive season, and they've 
never had a post-season 
series against the Tampa 
Bay Lightning and general 
manager Steve Yzerman, 
who is a bit of a celebrity 
in Michigan. 

The Wings' playoff ex¬ 
ploits could play a role in the 
future of coach Mike Bab¬ 
cock, who could be avail¬ 
able to the highest bidder 
this summer.
